She is free to develop her own future in friendly competi- 
tion with her neighbours. This position has. been won after 
many mighty efforts. From a commercial point of view the 
logical thing to dos to seize this priceless opportunity and drive 
home the advantage to the uttermost by stimulating industrial 
and commercial effort—by increasing our ex * trade — by 
providing that security and stability which will alone attract 
what is called. Capital, so that new enterprises may be under- 
taken. ; 

BUT—what are iii conditions with which existing Capital 
is faced—to say nothing of prospective Capital? The exam mpte of 
Dublin is Illuminating (and Dublin, as the Capital of the 
country, should be, and could be, a hive of industry). 


As the public are only too well aware, there are many indus- 
tries paralysed to-day; because thousands of men “are 
prevented from working—it is known as striking—on the plea 
that next cannot accept less wages, because the cost of living 
is so high—and the assertion is boldly made that the em- 
a hei not the right to decide the extent to which his 

business can give employment—this is to be determined by 
some external authority in the name and under the patronage 
of modern democracy. 


In the long run Public Opinion asserts itself—and the 
Public in this instance have a duty to perform. That 
duty is no less a one than self-preservation. 


A little dispassionate thinking and calm reflection will 
bring home to the .Public that they have to choose be- 
tween two courses. They can take advantage of the 
opportunity above referred to and plump for continuous 
effort, steady progress and prosperity on the one hand, 
or, on ‘the ot , they can have the tyranny, want and misery 
that follows in ‘the wake of Bolshevism and Communism, 
notwithstanding the seductive and alluring pictures 
painted by the apostles of those creeds which have so 
successfully reduced the once mighty nation of Russia to 
ruin. If the latter course is taken it will certainly do 
more harm in a couple of years to the Irish Free State 
than resulted from seven centuries. of misgovernment by 
her best Customer. 


Assuming that this vexed question hinges on the high cost of 
living—and that is the bait x public are asked to swallow— 
is it not self-evident that the cost of production and the eventual 
selling price is intimately bound up wich the cost of handling 

sad pps tribution, and if the 9 price is to be reduced to the 
lowest possible figure every factor that goes to determine that 
price must be reduced ? 


As a matter of fact, the cost of living has dropped from 176 
per cent., over the 1914 figure to 71 per cent. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that, as the cost of living advanced 

from 1914, wages went up in proportion, and reached what is 


known as the Peak Point in 1920. 


Now, as a business proposition, and by the ordinary method 
of reasoning, it would be expected, with a guaranteed minimum 
wage, that, as the unnatural cost of living went down, there 
would be something like a proportionate decrease in wages, and 
to a very large extent this has taken place in every country where 
common-sense and the idea of self-preservation prevails except 
in the Irish-Free State. 


Take the case of the Dublin Dockers’ strike. 
acts: 

In the year 1914 Dublin Dockers worked 60 hours per 
week and were paid 30s. per week. By the year 1920 
they were paid £4 10s. per week, and they worked 46 hours 
per week, as opposed to 60 hours in 1914... In September, 
1921, the Dockers’ wages were reduced by ‘6s. per week, 
and in February, 1923, by a further 6s. per week, so that, 
on the date of their ceasing to work (16th July), they were 
in receipt of 78s. per week. ey now refuse to take a 
lower wage, in spite of the reduced cost of 5 and com- 
pletely ignoring the significant fact that the Dockers in other 
cities are paid the following wages :—

Now, in the face of these figures will any sane citizen of Dublin 
assert that the Dockers are acting in a reasonable way, or that 
it is possible for Dublin to exist as anything but a musty museum 
if such an attitude on the part of labour is to be persisted in? 


It is to be assumed that organised Labour has confidence in 
the Leader of its Parliamentary Party, Mr. Thomas Johnson, 
who, so far back as October 22, 192 |—nearly two years ago— 
writing in the Voice of Labour, declared his mind on the 
subject in the following precise and clear-cut words :— 


“It is true that a stand. fast rigidity is futile. 
We have to recognise that, if wages remain 
stationary while prices are falling, it is equivalent 
to a rise in wages, and that to refuse obstinately 
to discuss wages rates, in any circumstances, is 
to invite disaster.” 


Mr. Johnson's vision was accurate, and his words Friel: 
The disaster he anticipated has not only knocked at the door of 
Dublin, but it has got one foot well inside the door.

REGULATIONS.

they are branded or otherwise marked for the 
purposes of identification when landed in Great 
Britain, This Declaration. must accompany all 
cattle consigned to a Port fo ment, and

STATION- 

AT THE 
STATION indicating the name of the Station and 
the date of entrainment. 
(2) The present requirement as to marki of 
cattle, before landing in Great Britain, with a 
clipped cross will cease to operate as from ist 
October, but the Inspectors at the Shipping Places 
are empowered to refuse the necessary Health 
Certificate in respect of any head of cattle which 
is not marked in such a way as will enable the 
animal to be identified in Great Britain, or which is 
accompanied by the prescribed aration duly 
completed, 


EAR-TAGGING AFTER LANDING 


IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Every head of cattle landed from Ireland must 
be tagged in the ear with a numbered metal tag 
of approved pattern, to be supplied by the rs 
of the landing place. Arrangements have 
whereby the tags will be supplied to owners 
of cattle who are themselves prepared to fix the 
tags, at a charge of 1d. per tag.

General Smuts arrived in London yester- 
day for the meeting of the Imperial Con- 
ference. He said that he was looking 
forward to meeting the Irish Free State 
delegates.

The majority 
favoured the proposed abandonment of 
ssive resistance.

Disaster has attended the Gordon 
Bennett balloon race from Brussels, Three 
balloons were set on fire by lightning, and 
five aeronauts killed. Five — are 
still missing. 


ABROAD 


A state of siege has been proclaimed in 
Bulgaria, where there have been further 
en ters. with Communists, who aim at 
establishing a Soviet Republic. The 
Cabinet has been reconstructed. 

Several villages in Northern Persia have 
been destroyed by earthquakes. The 
casualties number at least 123 killed and 
100 wounded.

The New Courts. 


The second stage of the Courts of 
Justice Bill will be opened to-day in 
Dati Kireann. The Bill follows closely 
the proposals of Lord Glenavy's Committee, 
which was invited eight months ago to 
help the Free State’s Government and Par- 
liament to “fashion an administration of 
justice upon which the people will lean 
with confidence and affection.” President 
Cosgrave’s invitation to the Committee 
suggested that his Executive regarded the 
existing system as “a standing monument 
of alien government and would welcome 
very radical measures of reform. Fortu- 
nately, as we think, the Committee did 
not accept the full licence which seemed 
to be offered to it. The terms of the Bill 
are not revolutionary. Briefly, it proposes, 
by establishing a national system of Dis- 
trict Justices’ Courts, Circuit Courts, a 
High Court, a Criminal Appeal Court and a 
Supreme Court of Appeal, to cheapen the 
cost, without cheapening the quality, of 
Irish justice. Nevertheless, the changes 
which it involves are sufficiently drastic, 
and some of their effects—as, no doubt, 
Lord Glenavy’s Committee would agree— 
are at present incalculable. The ad- 
ministration of justice is not merely a 
matter for lawyers: it concerns the 
liberties and pockets of all subjects of 
the State. Hitherto, on account of the 
elections and for other reasons, the 
country as a whole has taken small 
interest in the Courts of Justice Bill. 
This attitude is foolish and even 
dangerous. : 
Here, for instance, is an aspect of the 
Bill which demands careful study by the 
business members of the Dail and by the 
business community. Section 37 creates 
Circuit Courts of Justice which will replace 
the existing County Courts and will have 
jurisdiction in actions of contract and 
tort up to a sum of £300. There will be 
jury trials in these courts, and a majority 
vote of nine of the twelve members of the 
jury will determine the verdict. Further- 
more, such cases will be tried in the venue 
where the defendant ordinarily resides or 
conducts his affairs. It is not difficult to 
seo that this arrangement may have an 
adverse effect on the commerce of the 
Free State. Let us suppose that a manu- 
facturer in Manchester consigns goods on 
credit to a trader in an Irish country 
town. The trader says that the goods are 
not up to sample and refuses to take 
delivery of them. Then the manufacturer 
must sue the trader in the trader’s own 
town. The defendant will ask for a jury 
of his fellow-townsmen, which will know 
all the circumstances of the case, from 
his point of view, before it arises for 
trial. Is it unreasonable to hint that the 
manufacturer may hope, at the best, for 
a disagreement of the jury? Dublin, too, 
is likely to be at a considerable disadvan- 
tage under this new system. If a country 


a trader refuses to pay for goods sent from 


the capital, the Dublin merchant must 
sue him in a possibly remote part of Ire- 
land before a jury consisting largely, 
perhaps, of the trader's friends. 

Credit is based on confidence and any 
such results of the new system as we have

Confe rence. 


The arrival in England of General 
Smuts, the South African Premier, draws 
attention to the fact that the Imperial 
Conference will open in London next week. 
Messrs. Massey, of New Zealand, Bruce, 
of Australia, Mackenzie King, of Canada, 
and Warren, of Newfoundland, will be the 
other chief delegates to the conference; 
and it is believed that Messrs. Cosgrave 
and O’Higgins will attend the opening 
meetings, at any rate, as representatives 
of the Irish Free State. In an interview 
at Southampton General Smuts assured 
the Irish people of the sympathy with 
which South Africa was following their 
efforts to make a success of their 
present Constitution. The most interest- 
ing portion of his speech, however, was 
devoted to a statement of South Africa’s 
views on European politics. His people, 
he said, were in complete harmony with 
the policy of the British Government,” 
and when the authority of the League 
of Nations was challenged by Signor 
Mussolini, it was most heartening 
to see with what unanimity the other 
Powers, great and small, had followed the 
British lead, and had rallied instantly to 
the support of the League. Who would 
have believed twenty-two or twenty-three 
years ago that Jan Smuts, the Boer 
chieftain, would be uttering those words 
on British soil within a quarter of a 
century? The other Dominion Premiers 
are men of British stock, whose loyalty 
to the Empire was bred in their bones; 


but General Smuts is a Dutchman, who 


fought to the end against British domina- 


tion, and now holds one of the proudest 


places in the councils of the Common- 


wealth. Twenty-three years hence, we hope, 


the Free State of Ireland will have taken 
her rightful place among the British 
Dominions, and Irish statesmen will be 
playing a part in Imperial affairs which 
will be no less important than that which 
is being played by General Smuts to-day. 
A start will be made next week when 
delegates from the Free State will sit in 
conference with their peers from the other 
Dominions. The decisions of the Imperial 
Conference—and more especially of its 
economic offshoot—will affect the Free 
State in many ways. Any extensive. 
scheme of Imperial Preference is bound to 
react on the trade and commerce of the 
Free State; therefore, the personnel of 
our delegation is of the highest moment. 
President Cosgrave and Mr. O’ Higgins, 
if they go to London, are unlikely to be 
able to remain there during the six weeks 
over which the conference probably will 
extend. Domestic affairs will demand 
their presence in Dublin, for both the 
Judiciary and the Local Government Bills 
wil] be on the tapis. Their substitutes at 
the Imperial Conference ought to be 
chosen with the utmost care. They should 
be men not only skilled in the problems of 
Irish economy, but qualified in every 
way to maintain the best traditions of the 
Irish race. 1

Petrol and Roads. 


Another twopence is removed as from 
to-day from the retail price of petrol, and 
the Irish public, which has clung to the 
motor habit with the most praiseworthy 
persistence in the teeth of hard times, bad 
roads, wars, the restraint of brigands and 
Customs barriers, will rejoice exceedingly. 
Petrol is now, approximately, twopence a 
gallon cheaper than in 1913. This bene- 
faction, combined with the promise of 
settled conditions and at least a hope of 
improved roads, will permit the oft- 
discussed question of the transport of 
freight by road to be revived. Speaking 
on this subject to the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. R. W. Archer 
struck the right note when he declared 
that nobody wished to see motor haulage 
competing with the railways. Conditions 
in Ireland, however, are such that there 
is hardly any economic hope or prospect 
for any but long-haul or trunk lines. 
Branch lines and narrow-gauge systems 
that, in more industrial and densely 
populated countries, are the veins and 
arteries from which railways draw their 
financial life-blood, are not economic 
possibilities in a thinly populated and 
agricultural land. Nevertheless, the 
wealth of such a country must be tapped, 
and the more cheaply and effectively it is 
tapped the more prosperous and produc- 
tive the country will become. To this 
problem road haulage is the only solution, 
and if the country could be covered by an 
adequate network of motor transport 
systems, ancillary to the main railway 
lines, the Irish farmer no longer would go 
in fear of being undersold in the English 
markets by his foreign competitors. The 
chief desiderata are courage and money. 
If the Irish investor waits until the sun of 
Irish commercial prosperity is shining 
radiantly beiore he emerges into the fields 
of enterprise, he may wait a long time. 
It is the man who is prepared to leave 
something to chance—who will examine the 
financial weather and decide that it is 
going to be fine while the sky is still dull 
and the air a little cold—who is going to 
be his own and his country’s benefactor, 
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the great war captive “ sausage ” balloons 
were of immense service. As a means of 
aerial locomotion, however, even the 
dirigible has failed to achieve results 
commensurate with the cost and risks, 
while the unguidable balloon can provide 
no scientific data. The Brussels perform- 


ance ought not to be repeated.

to arrive at the latter place, although it “is 
only forty miles distant; while if the stuff 
were ordered from Dublin it would be deli- 
vered much more quickly. Such conditions 
were a great disadvantage to local traders 
throughout Ireland, and showed the big field 
that existed for motor transport. As to cost, 
he estimated that a four-ton truck with an 
Iriah- made body would cost £300, and the run- 
cost worked out at a little over 6d. per 
mile, and that, charging at the rate of 4d. per 
mile, would put the scheme on a paying basis 
at once. The proposed vehicles would carry 
goods and passengers, and he suggested that 
ae would be created by its opera- 
The poor and soft roads in Ireland, com- 
pared with England, would probably mean 
doubling the cost of working in this country. 
He could give no information on that point 
beyond the fact that the Government were 
appointing a Road Board, on which there 
would be representatives of several interests.. 
The railways had never been satisfactory, and 
latterly they were stiil more unsatisfactory. 
He suggested that the Government should go 
into the question of taxation. The income tax 
should be reduced—(applause)—and as for 
the motor tax, it was really iniquitous. At 
present the tax was put on a car whether it 
was used once a year or every day. The tax 
should not be put on the car, but on the 
amount of petrol used. The money for the 
maintenance of the roads should obviously 
be drawn from the rate-paying public. The 
money from the motor tax should be applied 
to the making and improvement of roads. 
The damage done to the roads by private cars 
was small compared with the damage done by 
commercial vehicles. He thought that the 
Government should be asked to do all in its 
wer to have communication made by road, 
inking up places at present isolated in the 
manner he had referred to. 
An interesting discussion followed, and a 
vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Archer for 
his address. 


OBITUARY. 


LORD VENTRY. 


As briefly mentioned in the Iris Times 
of yesterday, the death of Lord Ventry took 
place on Saturday morning at Brighton in his 
sixty-second year. Born in 1861, he suc- 
— to the title and to extensive estates in 
County Kerry in 1914. 

He was educated at Harrow, where he dis- 
tinguished himself in the cricket and football 
fields, being in the cricket eleven and the 
football team of 1879. In the same year, 
with Mr. Manley C. Kemp, he won the Public 
Schools Racquets Championship. 

Entering the Army in 1882, he had a dis- 
tinguished career with the 4th Hussars. He 
was on active service in South Africa during 
1896-7. As an extra staff officer he did excel- 
lent work, for which he was mentioned in 
despathces, and, for service while in command 
of the Mashonaland Field Force in 1897 he 
was further mentioned and awarded the D. S. O. 
and nted th® brevet rank of lieutenant- 
colonel. Su uently he rejoined his regi- 
ment in India, but a year later, as a result of 
an attack of fever, he was invalided home. 
His health broke down badly in 1906, and 
since then he has never been himself. 

In his time Lord Ventry was an all-round 
sportsman, an excellent shot, and a first-class 
fisherman. While his health permitted he 
enjoyed fishing. 

Lord Ventry was greatly interested in agri- 
cultural matters, and some years ago intro- 
duced into Kerry the growing of New Zealand 
flax. He was fully convinced that flax-grow- 
ing, if given a fair chance, would have greatly 
benefited the farmers in his native county.

IMPORTANT MARKING 


REGULATIONS. 


The Irish Free State Government Publicity 
Department issues the following statement :— 

A question arose recently respecting delay 
in the clearance of Irish imports to America 
owing to the refusal of the Customs authorities 
at New York to regard the marking “ Deanta 
i n-Éirinn” in Gaelic lettering as a com- 
pliance with the ruling that all marking 
should be printed in English. It also tran- 
spired that the words Made in Dublin 
were not regarded as a compliance with the 
regulations. The matter was brought before 
the Customs authorities at New York by An 
Saorstat Trade Representative there, with a 
view to having — markings accepted as an 
indication of the origin of Irish g Those 
authorities replied that Section 304 of the 
Tariff Act requires the marking of imported 
articles “in legible English words. . . so as 
to indicate the country of origin.” Marking 
in Gaelic, or any language other than English. 
cannot, therefore, be accepted under United 
States law, and in consequence the use of the 
words Deanta i n-Eirinn,” either in Gaelic 
or Roman characters, is not permissible. With 
regard to the use of the names of cities to 
indicate the country of origin of imported 
goods, the Customs authorities at New York 
hitherto accepted the names of the cities of 
London, Paris, and Berlin as sufficient to 
indicate the respective countries, England, 
France, and Germany. After further con- 
sideration they have now agreed to accept the 
words “ Made in Dublin ” as sufficient to in- 
dicate the origin of articles manufactured in 
An Saorstat. 

It is desirable that exporters from An 
Saorstat should comply strictly with the 
United States Customs Regulations; other- 
wise they may be subject to considerable 
penalty and delay in having goods cleared.

2 ee trom the Prime Minister on the 
visit becomes more and more e 
Conjecture is be om, nad, and to-day 
we are told that the British Government 
is on the eve of taking a decisive step 
towards solving the economic problem of 
reparations. The suggestion is made that 
this country is to finance the credit 
operations that are to put Germany on her 
feet and satisfy France. This sounds 
ridiculous. Great Britain is most unlikely 
to finance a bankrupt Germany in order 
that France may receive the benefit, and 
it seems impossible that Mr. Baldwin ever 
would entertain such an idea. The state- 
ment, however, that he does is quite 
sufficient to disturb the taxpayer, and the 
sooner the country knows the facts the 


better it will be. 


The Stott College. 


The Philip Stott College at Overstone 
Park, near Northampton, where Mr. 
Baldwin is to deliver his first speech since 
his return from Paris, is what may fitly 
be described as the nursery or forcing 
house of Conservative agents and speakers. 
Generally there are some forty to fifty 
students in residence, and they undergo 4 
complete course of study on the policies 
and principles of Conservatism, with 
games and sports to add variety. The 
school breaks up on Friday, and on Satur- 
day there will be a conference of Con- 
servative agents. Mr. Baldwin will arrive 
at the College for luncheon, and will 
deliver his speech afterwards. 

Germany's Dilemma. 

It is apparent that a bitter struggle is 
in progress in Germany with regard to the 
Ruhr. Dr. Stresemann has decided upon 
unconditional surrender, but he is being 
strongly pressed to demand the release of 
all Germans arrested for disobedience to 
French instructions, and the return of all 
who have been deported from the occupied 
area. M. Poincaré has refused to consider 
any surrender accompanied by a demand 
lor these concessions, and the Germen 


Chancellor has discovered a way out of the 


difficulty by suggesting a surrender which 
will be unconditional so far as the ter- 
mination of resistance is concerned, but 
will be followed by a declaration that 
Germany has a right to expect that these 
concessions will be made when the 
surrender is accomplished. This is a 
somewhat crude form of diplomacy, and 
does not appear to be quite in conformity 
with the French demand that the termina- 
tion of passive resistance shall be un- 
restricted. The German Chancellor, how- 
ever, is in a very delicate situation. He 
rests between the deep sea of surrender 
to France and the devil of an infuriated 
Bavaria. 


Lord Morley. 


Very little has been seen of Lord Morley 
in the public world for the last two years, 
and virtually his last public appearance 
as a politician was in December, 1921, 
when he moved the Address in reply to 
the Speech from the Throne on the Irish 
Constitution Bill. His appearance then 
attracted a great gathering, eager to pay 
tribute to his sterling honesty as a states- 
man. Probably the most sensational 
moment of his political career was when 
he rose in the House of Lords during the 


‘discussion on the Parliament Bill to warn 


the Peers that the King had agreed to 
exercise his constitutional powers, which 
might involve the creation of Peers. His 
words created a tremendous impression, 
since they made it clear that Mr. Asquith 
would rather swamp the House of Lords 
with new-made Peers than suffer the loss 
of the Parliament Act. The threat, 
naturally, was effective. The Peers sub- 
mitted to a stretching of the Constitution, 
and the Act became law. 


Lapse of a Peerage. 


With the death of Lord Morley his 
Peerage lapses, for ho has no heir. In 
1919 Lord Morley was left an annuity of 
two theasand pounds by Mr. Carnegie, in 
company with Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
John Burns, and it is thought that other- 
wise he was not a wealthy man. 


Tubercular Ex-Soldiers. 


The Ministry of Pensions has just made 
an interesting announcement regarding 
those suffering from tuberculosis aggra- 
vated by service in the war. The scheme 
for vocational training of officers, nurses 
and men suffering from this disease, which 
is at present confined to men resident in 
England, is to be extended to disabled 
men ordinarily resident in Wales, Scot- 
land, the Irish Free State and Northern 
Ireland. This scheme provides for courses 
of vocational training, combined with 
treatment at certain institutions for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. These courses 
should enable disabled men to become 
efficient workmen, and to earn a livelihood 
at the occupation in which they have been 
trained. Application for admission to the 
training courses will be considered if the 
applicant is suffering from tuberculosis 
accepted as attributable to, or still 
aggravated by, service in the Great War, 
and if he is certified to be in consequence 
of that disability unable to follow his 
pre-war occupation.

THE WATERFORD FARM STRIKE. 

A terrifying form of nightly visits in con- 
nection with the farm strike has manifested 
itself in the County Waterford. Armed men, 
whose identity is well preserved, visit agricul- 
tural labourers who are on strike. One of 
the most serious incidents occurred on Satur- 
day night. Shortly before midnight a party 
of five armed men in a motor car drove u 
to the house of a labourer named William 
Flynn and rushing into the kitchen ordered 
the occupants to put up their hands. They 
then hauled Fl out on the road some dis- 
tance away and questioned him regarding the 
identity of parties who were responsible for 
burni and damage to farmers’ property.
